The U, N. says no because It believes the 
15,000 would be returning to almost certain 
death, due simply to the fact that they are 
anti-communist.

A New York Herald-Trlbune correspondent, 
the lirst newspaperman to visit Cheju since 
all the Chinese POW'a were relocated there, 
reports the anti-communists' fear of being 
returned to their own soli Is almost patholo- 
gical^ — - . 

Although the correspondent was not al- 
lowed to talk to the prisoners themselves, he 
was told of their attitude by U. N. personnel 
running the camp. 

He was told that as indelible proof of their 
feelings, the antt-communists point to tattoos 
on their arms which read, "anti-communist, 
against Russia." 

The assumption here would be that the 
tattooing was done as a security measure by 
tli6 communist forces. But even If the men 
tattooed themselves, In the hope of getting 
fa-vored treatment aa prisoners, the damning 
words would go with them If they were re- 
turned to their own country. 

But the U. N. officers and men at the camp 
declare there Is no doubt but that the antl- 
comniunlsta are what they say they are and 
are ready and anxious to go into battle 
against the Chinese and North Koreans. If 
the U. N. win only furnish them with arms. 

Prisoners have been used In "that way In 
wars poat, but not by us. And. we certainly are 
not going to start now. _ 

HoweTor, there would seem to be some way 
. their unique qualifications could be put to use:' 
I to help win Che propaganda battle for us In 
■ the far cast. 

i Here Is a large group of men who for the 
'. moat part have deserted the enemy to come 

iover to our side. Nearly all say they were 
not captured fighting but surrendered vol- 
untarily. 

They've lived under the communists and, 
'■ as prisoners, they've lived under us. From 
tactual experience they know and could surely 
[explain with considerable conviction to other 
I orientals why they fled from the communists 
I and why they don't want to go back. 
I Our fight for men's minds throughout 
I the Far East haa by no means yet resulted In 
a victory for us, one great handicap being 
that wo are westerners. Another is the destitu- 
tion and misery existent among the civilian 
population of South Korea. 

Fighting a war and caring adcciuately for a 
civilian population Is a difficult thing, but 
nevertheless the civilian suffering In South 
Korea 1b not only a hard thing to explain 
away to other orlental.t, but it l.i a fertile 
source of communist propaganda.

DEMONSTRATED— Truman will not rush to John

NON-POLmcAU-The Stevenson -Elsenhower at- 
titude on paid, protesalonal leaders' two ancient U- 
aues— Taft-Hartley repeal and civil rlghta— has de- 
prived them of their crowd -stirring and vote-getting 
worth- As a matter of (act, the workers themselves 
never seemed to aha.te their poUUcal bosaes- concern 
over these questions. Their principal value was prop- 
aganda-wise. 

Although the Democratic platform calls (or Taft- 
Hartley repeal, Stevenson and Wilson Wyatt, his per- 
sonal campaign manager, favor a rational revision 
of all labor-management leglalaUon as a fresh ap- 
proach. Elaenhower lakes the same stand, as. Indeed, 
does Senator Tafl, 

In short, like tha Urlff ar*- prohibition. It appears 
that this question is on Its way to a non-polUlcal set- 
tlement on capltol hill. It had reached that point as 
a result of house-passed amendments several years 
ago, but Truman and the Green-Murray lobby blocked 
even senate consideration, preferring to preserve ao 
issue than to solve a problem. 

BURDENS— The civil rights controversy never stir- 
red great excitement among the rank-and-file ot the 
AFL, CIO or UMW. Onlj a very lew ol Uie racial 
mlnorltlca are employed as skilled workera In heavy 
or light Industry. Ironically, many unions have not 
wen eager to remove barriers to employment o( those 
seeking protection under a compulsory FEPC law. 

Moreover, despite their leglalaUve galn.i, achieved 
tuider FDR rather than Truman, the workera and 
their families are not Immune to such pressures aa 
the high cost o( living, back-breaking taxes, foreign 
policy blundere. corrupUon at Washington. These 
present and prospective burdens tend to offset their 
bread-and-butter earnings, as they realize, 

SKEITICAL-Another (actor leads many union 
members to be akeptlcnl of the leadership's political 
advice and acUon. This was Uie cold-blooded treat- 
ment of Vice President Barkley by a (ew "self- 
anointed" Cro-APL spokesmen at Chicago. 

Their pronouncement of political death on one ot 
labor's oldest Irlends wa.i disillusioning, especially 
among railroad men and miners, It has been de- 
nounced by almost every labor publication across the 
country. 

Nor did Stevenson (all to nota that certain labor 
extremists allied themselves with the amateurish 
Moody -nooRevelt-HBrclman bloc In ihftlr IiUIIb bI- 
tcmpl to control or wreck the party machine. A man 
nt.uroprlety, ihe Democratic nominee did not appre- 
olale these disruptive tactics.

> Actually, "tldelands"' Is a common 
inlBnomer (or the disputed territory, 
which extends from the low-tide 
mark to the three-mile limit off 
California and Louisiana and 10% 
nUles off Texas and the west coast 
dl Florida. The real tldelands Ho 
between high- and low-tide marlcs, 
generally regarded as within statu 
boundaries. 

Because ot the controversy 
federal vs. state ownership, the sub- 
merged lands are producing only 
fraction of the ol) they are believed 
to contain. Royalties from wells 
that started operating under state 
leases before the supreme court rul. 
'-Jogs go into a special fund for dis- 
position later when the ownership 
Issue la settled. However, the "dis- 
pute has delayed further exploration 
mad development of the underwater 
oU fields.
